NEWTON -- A dispute over bathroom 
renovations in a Newton Centre home 
destined for the city’s subsidized housing 
rolls has put several members of the alder- 
manic Finance Committee on a collision 
course with a Brookline-based developer.

CHESTNUT HILL Michael A. Malec, chair 
man of the Boston College Sociology Department 
and the city’s Ward 5 alderman, opened the school’s 
student newspaper a few days ago to discover BC 
administrators had given the campus police force 
the right to carry guns, 

It was the first time that he, many other faculty 
members and thousands of students at the school 
had heard of the new policy for BC's Chestnut Hill 
and Newton law school campuses. 

“I was surprised. I wasn’t aware of a problem of 
such magnitude to indicate such a policy change,"’ 
he said, adding that he would request members of 
BC’s Faculty Senate to seek more information on 
the ruling 

After debating the move for several years and 
consulting the municipal police chiefs in neighbor 
ing communities this summer, BC decided to issue 
revolvers to almost half the school’s 41-member 
police force when the fall semester began earlier 
this month and sent the remaining officers to train 
for the task at the State Police academy. 

Some BC upperclassmen active in student affairs 
and alumni were surprised by the new policy 
because they say it flys in the face of arguments 
made by school officials and BC Police Chief Ken

Furor over fireworks is still fizzling

anger with the embattled Reilly 


uncompromising stance 
St. Mary of Carmen Society 
President Anthony Gentile, the 


licensed fireworks operator who 
was supposed to coordinate this 
year’s ill-fated display, told 
aldermen, ‘At this point, I per 
sonally don't care if we ever have 
fireworks again,”’ and later ad 
mitted he was “disgusted” with 
the inability to reach a com 
promise for a show to mark next 
year's festival 


The hearing did 
numerous previously unknown 
facts involving Reilly’s permit 
denial 

*Fireworks  pern for a 
display in Our Lady Help of 
Christians parking lot were 
granted to the society in 1982 and 
1983 based on perviou 


measurements of the parking lot 
taken by fire officials, but it was 
discovered this year that the site 
did not meet the minimum 200 
feet clearance requirements 
under state fire codes, Reilly 
said 

We made a mistake in 
measuring,’ he told aldermen. 

*Reilly also admitted that he 
did not put the reasons for his 


permit denial or alleged permit 
violations in 1982 and 1983 in 
writing, despite the fact that such 
responses are required by state 
code 

«The fire chief made it clear 
that he would not grant a 1985 
permit request for a display at 
Our Lady's and said he does not 
know of any pla in the city 
where a fireworks show can take 
place safely

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Fiscal future looks 
gloomy for schools

NEWTON - If the impending 
financial crisis in the schools is to 
be properly confronted, the 
public must be aware of its ex 
stence 





This is one of the messages 
elayed by the Community Ad 
isory Committee on Long 
Range Financial Planning an 
id hoe committee which recently 
completed a gloomy financial 
forecast for the schools 

The advisory group proposed 
everal alternatives in their 
report which they say could best 

icceed if school staff and non 
school community members 
alike are aware of the crisis 

I think the public has to know 
the down side, that we face 
significant financial problems, 
said committee member Buzz 
Birnham And there’s a much 
bigger audience than just the 
parents out there.” 

Birnham said that a ‘‘multi 
pronged”’ approach utilizing the 
efforts of the Mayor, school of 
ficials and committee members 
will be taken in order to spread 
the word. Although no specific 
action has yet been taken, School 
Committee and committee 
members agree that such com 
munity organizations as_ the 
Lion’s club, Chamber of Com 
merce and the PTA should be in- 
formed. 

The down side’’ of the 
economic picture Birnham men- 
tioned includes the fact that 77 
percent of the Garden City’s 
revenues come from property 
taxes, which, under the con- 
straints of Proposition 42, will 
not be able to keep up with the 
rates of inflation and increasing 
school revenue needs. 

Since there is no likelihood that 
the remaining 22 percent of total 
revenue (which derives from 
state and local aid, sewer, water 
and other city taxes) will go up 
significantly, cutbacks will have 
to be made 

So-called ‘‘in-house’’ measures 
recommended by the committee 
and Superintendent of Schools 
John M. Strand include paring 
down administrative staff and 
personnel; lobbying to get more 
state aid for special education; 
and possible further consolida- 
tion of the schools, among other 
considerations. 

Community-wide proposals in- 








clude attempting to secure a 
more economic health care 
package for the city and schools 

and the establishment of a 
Newton Educational Foundation. 

through which private businesses 
and individuals could donate 
funds to support education 

Although members have vary 
ing opinions as to whether a com 
bination of in-house cutbacks and 
community-wide foundation sup 
port would actually mitigate the 
projected crisis, those interview 
ed last week agreed the point is to 
do everything possible to try 

I think the crisis can be 
mitigated, but we've all got to get 
together,”’ said Birnham. ‘What 
we can do is have an efficient 
school system that spends its 
money wisely. If we are more ef 
ficent, then we can look to the 
community and tell them we're 
working on it.” 

Although Strand is supportive 
of the measures proposed by the 
committee and has actually pro- 
posed a number of ‘‘in-house’’ 
cutbacks himself, he doesn’t feel 
they represent a solution to the 
crisis 

I don’t think there will be 
enough state aid or economies,’ 
Strand said At some point, 
within the next two or three 
years, we're going to have to look 
at a partial override of Proposi- 
tion 3! 

“The climate is not right for 
looking at 3% now,’’ added com- 
mittee member Marie Hermann 
‘But if you’ve pursued all that 
you can, and you still have a pro- 
blem, then you have to look atit.” 











The advisory committee has 
stated that retaining quality 
teachers and continuing the 
schools’ longstanding tradition of 
excellence are top priorities 
when considering the budget. 

“When and if the relative 
reduction in spending has reach- 
ed a point of actually lowering 
educational quality the report 
says, ‘‘then and only then will the 
time be ripe to consider a partial 
override of the tax levy limita- 
tion.”” 

One purpose the committee 
hopes a public campaign will 
achieve even if it doesn’t 
necessarily find immediate solu- 
tions to the financial crisis — is to 
make the community aware. 

“Tt will at least get people out 
there working on the problem," 
said Birnham.

In following along with a_ statewide 
movement to ban ‘‘happy hours”’ and other 
such gimmicks designed to encourage 
alcohol abuse, the commission has opened 
itself up to the contention that it is merely 
treating the symptoms of the disease that 
continues to take lives, instead of the 
disease itself. 

Commission members can now sit back 
and assure each other that they have done 
every thing within their power to eliminate 
this evil that seems to have sprung up full 
blown in our midst. While the commission 
points out that licensees, all of whom de- 
pend on the good graces of the commission 
for their livelihood, have willingly ac- 
quiesced to the recent multi-pronged ban, 
an informal poll of pub buffs insists that 
the restrictions are merely cosmetic. 


If they want to get drunk and drive, 
there is little the commission can do about 
it, they contend. 


When the serving of beer in pitchers is 
also banned because it ‘‘encourages”’ 
overindulgence, one has to wonder how 
this practice ever became so popular...all 
over the world, for hundreds of years. 


When the local softball team can’t come 
into it’s favorite tavern for a few pitchers 
after a heavy session of arguing over 
strikes and balls, we have to wonder if the 
commission has gone as far as it can in its 
campaign. 

Let’s ban jukeboxes in bars. All those 
sad songs about ‘‘my baby left me’’ make 
getting bombed seem altogether too ap- 
propriate. Let’s ban peanuts, popcorn and 
Slim Jims in bars. Everyone knows the 
salt in them just makes customers ache for 
another drink. 

Let’s ban bar stools. If people have to 
stand up, they will leave sooner. Let’s ban 
signs for bars. If people can’t find them, 
they can’t get drunk in them. 

Let’s ban television sets in bars. How 
many extra drinks have been peddled to 
patrons who can’t leave until they have 
seen if their favorite team can squeeze out 
a win? If they want to watch TV, let them 
do it at home. 

Dancing? No way, Jose! They get all 
sweaty on the dance floor, then they go 
back to their seats and pound ’em down. 
Everybody knows that. 

What else...? Of course! Let’s ban rest 
rooms in bars. Just sit back and see how 
much alcohol will be abused then. 

The mechanical approach to a solution 
for the growing problem of drunken 
drivers obviously will not work. Both 
alcohol and automobiles are longstanding 
traditions in American society. If, over the 
years, we have come to mix them 
together, it is understandable even if it is 
unforgiveable. 

The real solution will be found when, 
through education, public consciousness is 
raised to the point where people realize 
that “happy hours’”’ are not all that happy 
and that there is little glamour in the 
tragedies they can lead to.

Lawmakers face full slate

The Massachusetts Legislature 
returns from summer vacation 
this week facing four major 
gubernatorial initiatives and a 
House lead nip battle that 
could paralyze action until after 
the November elections. 

Gov. Michael S. Dukakis has 
said proposals to create a 
Massachuset Development 
Bank, a Water Resources 
Authority and education and 
sentencing reforms top his 
legislative agenda for the fall 

Gubernatorial vetoes, drunken 
driving legislation and a Boston 
bailout proposal are also due on 
the calendar. 

But lawmakers may devote 
more time in October to re- 
election efforts and the war for 
the House Speaker's gavel. 

Both branches have met in- 
formally since approving an $8.1 
billion state budget in July. Some 
vetoes from that budget 
will be among the first items on 
the agenda. 

House Minority Leader 
William G. Robinson, R-Melrose, 
has sought overrides of Dukakis 
vetoes setting aside a $31 million 
local aid increase and a $75 
million tax cut proposal. But the 
Democratic leadership con- 
sistently succeeded in bottling 
the measures up. 

House Speaker Thomas W 
McGee, D-Lynn, |may have con- 
siderably more trouble in keep- 
ing a rein on lawmakers in the 
fall session, as the challenge 
mounted by former Majority 
Leader George Keverian, D- 
Everett, appears close to toppl- 
ing McGee after nine years of 
wielding the gavel. 

Keverian claims to have lined 
up 73 out of the 81 votes for 
speaker he needs for election 
when the new legislative session 
begins in January. Some of those 
supporters include lawmakers 
once pledged to McGee who swit- 
ched sides after a primary elec- 
tion that saw reform-minded can- 
didates perform well 

But McGee, in a speech to the

four of them are still there. 








Some of those people were 
marginally poor anyway, the 
government adds. But the 
decline has been more 
precipitous and more painful 
for many others. Calvin Ed- 
wards s he was making 
more than $20 an hour laying 
bricks and blocks; now he col- 
lects a scant $40 a week in 
unemployment compensation. 

That.means Edwards has 
dropped all the way out of the 
comfort zone. And he is 
therefore an illustration of a 
disturbing national trend this 
election y Some govern- 
ment and private statisticians 
believe the roller coaster 
economy has created condi- 
tions that are eroding the 
venerable middle class. 

The phenomenon is difficult 
to measure conclusively 
Primarily because there is no 
all-purpose definition of the 
middle class. But researchers 
say that the number of people 
earning $15,000 to $35,000 an- 
nually, which is as good an in- 
terpretation as any, has 
declined almost 10 percent 
since 1970, 

A similar drop has been 
recorded for people making 
$17,000 to $40,000. And the 
figures are repeated for other 
combinations below a ceiling 
of ,000. The government 
says the news is not all bad, 
some middle wage earners 
have moved up, but the over- 
riding tendency is definitely 
down and depressing.

He has a wife, three children 
and a drawer full of unpaid 
bills.

“hope things change with the 
election.” 

Edwards is a Democrat. So 
are a preponderance of others 
questioned in the unemploy- 
ment line. One man says he is 
a Republican, but he goes with 
the flow: “I was for Reagan 
when I was employed, I'm for 
Mondale now that I’m not. It’s 
no fun to pick up aluminum 
cans to earn a few pennies." 

Two out of three agree with 
that. One woman says she us- 
ed to play money on the com- 
modities exchange, now she 
peddles 50-cent items at a 
Beckley flea market. Sixteen 
people add that they will vote 
for Mondale, five say they will 
vote for Reagan, and a hus- 
band and wife say it's 
nobody's business. 

Calvin Edwards thinks peo- 
ple have to get help when they 
are knocked to the ground. 
And that may be one of the 
most appealing aspects of the 
ballot this time.

School consolidation off to a rough start

NEWTON Despite recent 
reports that the transition of 


students into consolidated 
schools has been smooth and ade 
quate, complaints issued 
imultaneously by many parents

Lower Falls,’ written by Alison Shapiro in 
1980, The citizens of Lower Falls successful 
ly fought the intrusion of the Boston and 
Worcester Railroad into their community 
The mill owners used barges to transport their 





goods and feared the competition of the 
railroads, By 1840, however, a change was 
desired, and a branch from the already 
established railroad was constructed.’ 

As with many of the other villages, the 
railroad brought about the peak of productivi 
ty. In Lower Falls, where the factories were in 
the forefront of technology, the papermaking 
industry boomed. Mills in Lower Falls sup- 
plied paper for much of the manufacture of 
books throughout the country at this time 

The development of village life grew from 
the new-found prosperity. Washington and 
Concord streets were lined with cottages and

The papermaking process 


During the early years, paper wa 
made by a hand process developed cen 
turies earlier by the Chinese. Cotton or 
lined rags were softened and poured onto 
framed wire screens which allowed the 
water to drain through, leaving a film of 
pulp behind. Pulp adhering to the screen 
was peeled off, pressed between sheets 
of felt, and then hung to dry. The hand 
process, from beginning to end, took 
three months to ready a sheet of paper 
for use 

The Hollander machine, invented in 
Holland before 1725, mechanized the 
washing and beating process. This 
machine came into use in America about 
1775. A bleaching process, making possi 
ble the production of white paper, was 
devleoped in 1774 by a German chemist 

The invention of the Fourdrinier 
machine in 1807 dramatically increased 
the production of paper. This machine 
manufactured paper by the roll, ready 
for use within a day. Named for its finan, 
ciers, the Fourdrinier machine was 
patented in England and its exportation 
was illegal 

The Cylinder machine patented by 
John Gilpin of Philadelphia, was the first 
American invention, It was evidently 





based on a_ wire-covered cylinder 
machine, invented by John Dickenson in 
England in 1809 

As the demand for paper steadily in 
hortage of suitable 
rags deveolped. Thrifty New England 
housewives had relatively few rags, for 
adult clothes were redesigned or cut 
down for children and left-over pieces 
were usually incorporated into rag rugs 
and quilt Advertisements urging 
housewives to save rages apperared in 
newspapers to no avail. One company 
even included “‘save rags’ into its 
watermark. So desperate was the need 
that rags were imported by the boatload 
from Europe and the Near East 

In addition, waste paper was used in 
the production of cheaper grades of 
paper. Foreign papers, brought into the 
country as ballast, were cheaply bought 
Experiments using every imaginable 
substance were carried out to find a 
readily available raw material from 
which to make inexpensive paper. It was 
not until 1863, that a method for creating 
paper from wood pulp was patented, 
revolutionizing the industry

Frank, Forte campaign 


Views of primary differ

NEWTON Congressman 
Barney Frank and his 
Republican challenger, Newton- 
ville resident Jim Forte, have 
taken two very different views on 
Forte's showing in the recent, un- 
contested September primary. 

Frank, who said Forte is prac- 
ticing ‘grade school politics’ by 
comparing his finish to former 
Wellesley Rep. Margaret M. 
Heckler’s primary showing 
against him in 1982, believes the

Frank said the number of non- 
votes, or blank ballots, cast for 
his challenger show he did ‘‘very 
poorly,”’ while Forte contended 
he received the turnout he

blank ballots for a person runn- 
ing for the first time.””

BC incident raises civil rights questions

NEWTON -- A Newton District 
Court judge has set Oct, 26 as the 
trial date for Newton Centre 
native Harlan E. Jones, who was 
arrested two weeks ago during a 
lecture by conservative author 
William F. Buckley, Jr., at 
Boston College 

Jones, a sophomore at Boston 
University, is the son of School 
Committee Vice Chairman 
Katherine E. Jones, the Ward 2 
representative, and Hubert L. 
Jones, dean of the School of 
Social Work at BU, His parents 
are currently in Europe and have 
not yet been informed of his ar 
rest, Jones said. 

The 21-year-old student will 
face another misdemeanor 
charge in addition to the allega- 
tion of disorderly conduct 
brought against him by BC 
police 

Appearing before Presiding 
Justice Monte G. Basbas, Jones 
waived his right to a jury trial in 
the controversial case and will 
appear in court on Oct. 12, when 
both prosecution and defense at- 


torneys are expected to present 
initial motions. 

Jones, who said he is “keeping 
open” the option of bringing a 
suit against BC alleging a viola- 
tion of his civil and First Amend- 
ment rights during the incident, 
refused to confirm or deny 
rumors that BC officials offered 
him a cash payment and public 
apology in return for a promise 
that no suit be brought against 
the university 

‘I don't want to burn any 
bridges,”’ said Jones, who lives in 
an Allston apartment and is hop 
ing to pursue a career in elec: 
tronic media at BU's School of 
Public Communication 


Jones said he paid §2 to attend 
Buckley’s speech, which served 
as a prelude to the school’s con 
troversial Social Justice Lecture 
Series, and was approached dur- 
ing the event by BC sophomore 
Denise Paquin, whom he said he 
had never met before 

Paquin first asked Jones if he 
was enjoying the lecture and then 
asked him to help her hold a ban:

Trucking trouble 


Public outrage at Newton District 
Court's recent decision to punish a truck 
driver who killed an elderly motorist at the 
corner of Commonwealth Avenue and 
Walnut Street with two years’ probation 
and a $25 fine is understandable enough, 
but it misses the mark. 


With a guilty ruling from the court, the 
victim’s family can pursue the matter fur- 
ther with some hope for success. But the 
awful accident that saw an overweight 
truck, loaded with bricks, hurtle through 
the intersection to take a life is a small 
part of a larger problem. 


Truck drivers seem to think the rules of | 
the road are not for them. They are out 
there to make a_ living. They have 
schedules, and they are usually behind, 
trying to make up time. The rules can be 
stretched, in that situation. 


That is why, when you are tooling along 
the Pike trying to make a little time — you 
are pressing it to 65 m.p.h and keeping a 
sharp out for one of those infamous police- 
sponsored, radar-based fishing tournies 
you can watch a huge semi with two 
trailers blow by you as if you were going 
backwards 








Only increased public awareness can 
make this problem a top priority for the | 
authorities.

Los Angeles may have its smog, but 
the percentage of acid rain falling on New | 
England is one of the worst life- | 
threatening crises we face. 





An analysis of rainfall and snow in 12 
New England locations last year showed 
that acidity levels were generally far 
above normal] — the rate recorded in Ver- 
mont last year was 355 times as acidic as 
unpolluted rain. 





And, the analy said the average acidi- 
ty of rain collected in continuously 
monitored locations was 12 to 24 times that 
of pure water. 


The report, published last week, provid- 
ed the most recent results of an ongoing 
study that was begun in 1980 to document 
the problems of acid rain — a form of air 
pollution environmentalists contend is the 
product of coal-burning plants in the 
Midwest. 


They have argued that sulfur dioxide 
particles emitted by the plants drift on 
prevailing winds, then are carried to earth 
by rain and snow wreaking their 
greatest environmental harm in the Nor- 
theast. 


As compared to the use of nuclear 
energy in the manufacture of electricit 
for which thousands of demonstrators an- 
nually protest, acid rain, which draws lit- 
tle formal opposition, is the far more 
serious problem threatening the future of

They want to arouse 
U.S. women to the threat of nuclear war, 
which, they say, can come as much by acci- 
dent as by design 

In Germany, with missiles deployed all 
around us, we feel the threat more acutely 
than U.S, women do,” said Heide Dann, who 
was recently elected to the German parlia- 
ment. “It is as if we are tasting the beginning 
of World War III.” 


I shudder to think of what it will be like if 
the worst fears of these women become 
reality. Much as I dislike the idea of dying, I 
am more horrified by the prospect of surviv- 
ing a nuclear war. Khrushchev once said 
that in a nuclear war the living will envy the 
dead. 

Let the brave say they are not afraid to 
die. The point is, in a nuclear war you can’t 
count on dying! 

I cherish freedom as much as anybody. 
But freedom is for people. We must 
remember that. It is insane to win freedom 
when there will be no people left to enjoy that 
freedom

Heart of the Garden City’s civic life

For all of Newton's 
varied past, its religious, 
al and political centers 
have always been at the 
city’s heart ap 
propriately named Newton 
Centre 

Life in Newton Centre 
began as it did in much of 
the city’s villages, yet the 
character of the Centre 
was quickly established by 
its logistics. Stategically 
situated nearest the center 
of the collection of villages 
that has always made up 
the city, Newton Centre 
quickly became home to 
the first meeting house, 
cemetery, and later was 
host to the First Church of 
the Congregationalists, the 
First Baptist Church and 
the Newton Theological In- 
stitution 

But unlike the semi 
rural village character 
that distinguished so many 
of the other areas of the 
city, Newton Centre's life 
was one devoted to the 
betterment of the Newton 
as a whole. Over its three 
and a half centuries of ex- 
istence, this character has 
remained 

Former Alderman Ethel 
an called this 
s devotion to the ci- 
ty as a whole “regionaliza- 
tion,”’ which she con- 
trasted with the ‘village 
cohesiveness” that has 
persisted in other parts of 
the city. ““T what the 
tradeoffs are,’’ she com- 
mented. ‘You're giving up 
a sense of village identity 

to cater to a larger 
population.” 

Yet such behavior is 
nothing new to the cit 
first political center, 
where the men of the town 
came to the meeting 
house, in the 17th century, 
to decide the Garden Ci- 
ty’s fate. 

In Henry Rowe's 
“Tercentenary History of 
Newton,” he writes that 
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Bray's Block, built at the end of the 19th century, is just one ex- 
ample of the civic mindedness of the village dwellers. Here, 


“Newton Centre was the 
most important village on 
the south side (in the late 
19th century), with a 
population of 2,180." 

The railroad, which 
came through the area in 
the late 19th century, af- 
fected the Centre much as 
it had the other villages, 
spurring growth and pro- 
viding Newton with 
valuable access to Boston 
and the western portion of 
the state. 

During that time, Mellen 
Bray built Bray's Block, a 
large brick building on 
Beacon Street near the 
railroad station, which 
provided assembly halls 
and places for dances, 
conce nd other forms 
of entertainment for the 
village. This construction 
“vastly improved the ap- 
ce of the village 
according to

"T-ville:’ A village 
within a village 


Thompsonville 

Many people may not where it is, but former Alder- 
man Ethyl Sheehan is assured that it still has life. 

“It’s a village within a village. Thompsonville is a 
cohesive, caring community that has maintained its 
separate identity,” the Newton Centre resident said 

In ‘*The Tercentenary History of Newton” written by 
Henry Rowe in 1930, that quiet area is referred to as 
‘the Thompsonville section of Newton Centre." Other 
references said it wa ramet (that) was named after 
a hermit who lived in the woods, and was inhabited by a 
number of families, most of whom were Germans.”” 

Later the ethnic influx continued as “the Irish and 
then the Italians took their place. The houses were on 
Langley Road and connecting lanes,’ Rowe continued. 

Life in the village was alive, as Rowe explained; "It 
was confidently believed that a community spirit was 
possible through the children, and social gatherings 
were held among them and friendly talks and instruc- 
tive lectures for the elders,” 

Sixty-seven-year ille’’ resident Dorninic Taglienti 
attests that the village spirit remains. ‘We have very 
good participation in the village. | just walk down the 
street and people come out and talk to me,” Alderman 
Taglienti said 

It seems that such community 
always been a part of Thompsonville stated by 
Rowe, “By 1920, the men of Thompsonville, with a real 
group consciousness and a feeling that they could 
themselves promote civic prosperity and aid one 
another on occasion, banded together as a club." Loyal 
to the spirit of their native Italy, the members of the 
club named it the Gabriele d’Annunzio Club 

It is with this spirit that ‘Taglienti characterizes T. 
ville by saying, ‘There's a strong commitment here. If 
somebody hollers, everybody is there to help.” 

But he fears this feeling may not last, He fondly 
recalled the days when he could walk down Jackson 
Street and see the apple trees and the unpaved roads off 
to the left, "You hate to loose all that As you loose 
that, you loose a little a bit of your life 

His feeling about the villages in the city is that ‘the 
big ones are gobbling up the small ones” -~ a situation 
he thinks will eventually cause Thompsonville to 
become part of Chestnut Hill 

But until then, the T-ville native is happy in his hamlet 
with his wife who was born in the house across the street 
from his, a week after he was, just one of the residents

Some traditions that 
originated in Newton Cen- 
tre and have survived the 
trials of time, according to 
Jackson Homestead Direc- 
tor Duscha Scott, included 
the Harvest Fair and the 
Farmers’ Market. These 
provided a valuable outlet 
for townspeople to 
socialize, and gather at 
the Garden City’s core. 

Even though many of 
these traditions have con- 
tinued, present-day 
Newton Centre lacks that 
village cohesiveness, ac- 
cording to resident 
Sheehan. Having moved 
from West Newton in 1959, 
Sheehan said one of the 
first things she noticed 
was that she “didn’t feel 

















the village spirit’’ she had 
felt in West Newton. She 
attributed part of this to 
what she called ‘‘a loss of 
control” by the residents 
over their village. The 
village’s character as “‘a 
regional shopping center,” 
as she referred to it, has 
taken away from that 
sense of cohesiveness. 

Thought of the future of 
Newton Centre — ‘That's 
what terrifies me,”” 
Sheehan said. ‘‘Is it going 
to be cluttered with the 
same kind of stores 
(gourmet and speciality 
shops)?” she asked. ‘‘Are 
they going to be able to fill 
all the office space?’’ And 
worst of all, ‘What are 
they going to do about the 
parking and traffic pro- 
blems?”’ 

In the tradeoff between 
maintaining village 
cohesiveness and pro- 
viding resources for the 
entire region, Sheehan 
said she feels the residents 
have lost. ‘‘The residents 
have lost their clout, their 
influence,’’ she com- 
mented. 

The present alderman 
for the area, Dominic 
Taglienti, feels a little 
more optimistic about 
Newton Centre. Granted, 
Taglienti admits, ‘‘It’s not 
what it used to be,”’ but 
he, nevertheless, feels 
there are ‘‘spotty pockets” 
of the village life that re- 
main. 

Whatever its ultimate 
fate, the city’s center will 
continue to offer residents 
and visitors alike a 
measure of hospitality that 
was utterly unavailable 
slightly more than 100 
ago, when Charles 
<ens came to town, 
decried the lack of 
amenities and spent his 
short t sitting on a 
doorstep eating oranges.

As it is now Chief Reilly reports 
that 5,920 Americans lost their 
in fire related incidents last 
year, involving 641,500 fires in 
homes alone, costing over three 
billion dollars in property 
.For decades, up untill 
1957,the average death toll by fire 
throughout the United States was 
approximately 12,000 annually. 
Since that time, smoke detectors 
have been become more readily 
available on the market at an 
economical price. 












Federal, state and local fire of 
ficials have continually em 
phasized the need for these early 
warning devices, especiallly dur- 
ing the hours that people are 
asleep. Since 1975,the fire death 
toll has been on a steady decline 
Now, nine years later, that figure 
has been reduced by 50 percent 

A properly maintained smoke 
detector (batteries changed an- 
nually) located on each floor of 
the house is one of the best in- 
vestments a person can make in 
order to protect his loved ones 
and his property. 

Most fires are avoidable -- the 
real tragedy of this annual toll of 
fire, Chief Reilly points out, is 
that most of these disasters could 
be prevented, Start now now by 
making it a habit to always be 
careful with smoking materials

Former resident changes 
his plea on drug charges

CAMBRIDGE A former Newton man now living on Cape Cod 
was sentenced to a suspended term at the Billerica House of Correc- 
tion after changing his plea to guilty on several drug charges. 





Richard S. Bjerum, who lived at 7 Orris St., Newton at the time of 
the offenses July 1, 1983, recently pleaded guilty to pec ssion of 
marijuana with intent to distribute, and to simple possession of co- 
caine, psilocybin, an hallucinogen, and to possession of diazepam. 











A Superior Court judge sentenced Bjerum to a suspended term of 
two years in the house of correction, and ordered him to serve two 
years probation and to forfeit some $6800 confiscated by Newton 
Police when they raided his home. 


According to Assistant District Attorney Laurence Pierce, Newton 
Police, acting on a search warrant, entered Bjerum’s home and 
found small quantities of various drugs and a larger quantity of mari- 
juana in the defendant’s bedroom and in a study. Police also found 
the money in one of those areas. According to Pierce, the money 
allegedly was related to drug sales 





Pierce said a lengthy investigation which included surveillance of 
the defendant’s home was conducted in the case prior to the exercise 
of the search warrant 








Charges of possession of cocaine with intent to distribute the drug 
and possession of methaqualone were dropped. Pierce said the defen- 
dant was ordered to seek druy treatment as a condition of probation.

PHOE UPI) When a major hotel 
chain opened a reservation center inside 
an Arizona prison for women and staffed 
it with inmates, some called it an experi- 
ment. Others called it mad 

Now that the center is celebrating its 
third anniversary, it is viewed as one of 
the nation’s most successful prison in- 
dustry programs, according to reports in 
Travel Agent Magazine 

Since 1981 the chain, 
ternational, has employed inmates at 
the Arizona Center for Women as reser- 
vationists to handle the overflow of 
phone calls for room reservations on its 
toll-free number. 

Only inmates on ‘‘minimum-medium 
security sentences’’ and those without 
fraud on their records are eligible to at- 
tend the two-week prison training class. 

Reservationists receive starting 
salary of $4.12 per hour, |minus state, 
federal and FICA taxes and a 30 percent 
reduction for room and board. An addi- 
tional 30 percent may be sent home to 
help support their families, in some 
cases enabling them to get off welfare. 
The remainder is held in reserve until 
the inmate's release. 

Since its inception more than 110 in- 
mates have worked for the hotel chain at 
the correctional facility and approx- 
imately 30 have been hired after their 
release 

The center has generated nearly $30 
million in room reservations and 
handles approximately five percent of 
all U.S. calls,

Borges’ complex works are 
not for everyone, and he does 
not know himself for whom he 
writes.

His hands pass lovingly 
over the spines of valuable 
first editions and a 1911 set of 
Encyclopedia Brittanica 
Borges looks more like an ag- 
ing aristocrat than a writer of 
strange tales who is plagued 
by violent, recurring 
nightmares, 


His everyday uniform is a 
crisp blue shirt, a navy blue 
suit and a sober blue-print tie, 
all laid out for him in the mor- 
ning by his housekeeper, Fan- 
ny. She is the guardian of his 
privacy and has worked for 
the family for 29 years. 





Borges always carries a 
silver pocket watch with 
Roman numerals he cannot 
see. In more youthful days, he 








teased his failing sight by 
wearing neckties of bright 
yellow. “But now I don't 


bother wearing the yellow ties 

because even that color ha 

been denied me 
Now, he sees colors only 


when he dreams 


‘When I dream, the colors 
are bright, vivid, strong and 
sometimes intolerable 
rather brash colors.’ 

He suffers nightmares, 
some of them recurring 
relentlessly since childhood 

I have a nightmare twice a 
week. They tend to be about 
being lost, frequently in a 
labyrinth. Or a dream I've

Most 
literary awards have found 
their way into his hands, save 
the elusive Nobel Prize for 
Literature, He has, however, 
been a perennial candidate 
for that award since 1964 





Devoted to literature since 
the age of four, Borges was 
equally devoted to his mother, 
his constant companion and 
collaborator, until her death 
nine ars ago, Her room is 
maintained just as it was 
when she died 





He is more comfortable 
around leather-bound 
volumes than around people 
and happier having classics 
re-read to him than tolerating 
the brash style of contem- 
porary writers. Athough he 
has never read a newspaper 
and refuses to listen to the 
radio or television, Borges is 
remarkably in touch with the 
modern world and never 
hesitates to use his gift for 
language to aim a_ pointed

Business bears brunt 
of newest tax burden

NEWTON After flirting with 
a tax cut for business owners and 
narrowly defeating a request that 
the mayor use surplus monies to 
reduce tax rates across-the- 
board, the Board of Aldermen 
has decided to continue taxing 
commercial properties here at 
the highest allowable rate. 

The move essentially creates 
fiscal 1985 tax rates of 
$20.34/$1,000 for residential pro- 
perties and 34.21/$1,000 for com- 
mercial land. The previous mill 
rates were $19.33 (residential) 
and 51 (commercial). All 
first-half tax bills should be in the 








mail to property owners here 
were sent out last Monday. 
If, according to Assessing 


Board Chairman Robert Palmer, 
the average home here is worth 
$125,000, the owner of that home 
will soon see a tax bill about $50 
higher than the fiscal 1984 one 
received only five months ago. 


The board's final decision on 
the tax burden issue came after 
two hours of protracted debate 
and two weeks of delays that are 
likely to cost taxpé rs about 
$150,000 in lost interest revenue 


After wading through some 
parlimentary confusion and 
several different attempts to cut 
the burden on both businessmen 
and residents, aldermen voted 18- 
1 to continue the city's policy of 
placing the highest allowable tax 





burden on the 1,500 commercial 
properties here. 

Staunch business advocate 
Robert L. Tennant, who original- 
ly suggested decreasing the com- 
mercial tax burden, cast the lone 
vote against the proposal 

Only minutes before that vote 
was taken, the board voted 14-5 
against decreasing the commer- 
burden by 10 percent. If it 
had passed, the reduction would 
have meant a substantial cut in 
the city’s commercial tax rates 
and higher than expected rates 
for residential taxpayers. 











Aldermen Tennant, Richard 
Bullwinkle, Sondra Shick, Verne 
Vance and W. Arthur Reilly 
voted in favor of the commercial 
tax cut 


By a 12-7 vote, aldermen also 
defeated a proposal by Alderman 
James Regan to decrease the 
commercial tax burden by 5 per- 
cent and then request the mayor 
use $700,000 in surplus city funds 
to effect a proportionate reduc- 
tion in the residential tax rate 





The board's final action of the 
night was its narrow rejection of 
a non-binding resolution propos- 
ed by Alderman Richard J. 
McGrath 


McGrath asked his colleagues 
to request that Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann use anywhere from 
$500,000 to $1 million in free cash 
to reduce residential taxes from 
$16 to $33 and commercial taxes

Teachers on lookout for child

NEWTON — Child abuse, The 
shock of one reported instance 
after another of physical, sexual 
or neglectful treatment of 
children has provoked school 
systems across the nation to 
design programs alerting 
parents and educators to the ex- 
istence of this domestic crime. 

Supervisor of Attendance Irwin 
Hoogheem heads the office which 
receives all reports of abuse in 
the Newton Public Schools, He 
says the Garden City has been 
ahead of its time confronting the 
problem 

This office has always focus- 
ed on detecting and dealing with 
youth problems (such as 
abuse),'’ Hoogheem says. 

In 1978, Hoogheem and atten- 
dance counselor Mary LeBlanc 
conducted a series of workshops 
utilizing filmstrips, pamphlets, 
discussion groups and speakers 
from the state’s Division of Social 
to alert and inform 
y school educators. At 
that time, they also distributed 
system-wide a memo outlining 
the methods and legal respon- 
sibilities of reporting suspected 
eS 

Discussions of the subject will 
continue among principals and 
teachers this year and Hoogheem 
says he will continue to review 
new school-oriented detection 
workshops like that recently of- 
fered by the National Education 
Association. The attendance 
supervisor doesn’t see any im- 
mediate need, however, for more 
formal workshops. 

“The elementary school prin- 














cipals feel the staff has been very 
good at reporting,'’ says 
Hoogheem, Both he and LeBlanc 
agree that Garden City teachers 
are ‘excellent’ when it comes to 
reporting cases. ‘It's not unusual 
for teachers to volunteer to re- 
main in the cases even though 
they aren’t required to after the 
initial reporting,’’ according to 
LeBlanc. 

Current school regulations and 
a Massachusetts state law 
punishable by a fine of not more 
than $1,000 require all teachers 
and other school faculty who 
suspect some form of child abuse 
to contact the appropriate person 
in their school, 

In the Garden City schools, 
teachers go to the principal, who 
then must decide if submitting a 
written report to the supervisor 
of attendance is warranted. Once 
he receives a written report, 
Hoogheem must determine if the 
case warrants a call to the Divi- 
sion of Social Services (DSS), a 
state agency which pursues all of 
the legal recourse necessary to 
investigate and resolve the case. 

Hoogheem attributes much of 
the willingness of Garden City 
teachers to report abuse to the 
way their city’s program is 
organized. re is concern 
that youngsters will be tak 
away from the parents 
Hoogheem said, ‘‘A lot of 
teachers are more confident 
because our first agenda is to 
contact and get help for the fami- 
ly. 

Because reports from all 
schools go to Hoogheem’s office, 
the attendance supervisor has 
also been able to establish a rela- 























tionship with the DSS 
James M. Breay, the agency's 
acting director in Newton 
describes as “excellent, In many 
ways, Newton is a model for what 
communi should be 
statewide,” Breay said 
But no matter how good the 
programs, Hoogheem and 
LeBlanc admit there is “no 
magic solution’’ for detecting 
abuse. Although physical scar 
and bruises can be obvious in 
dicators of physical abuse, they 
Say signs of neglect may be more 
subtle. A child who is alway 
coming to school hungry may be 
neglected,"’ Hoogheem says. ‘A 
child who continually arrives at 
school early and leaves late, may

Dr. Margaret Addis, head 


counselor at Newton South High 
School, says detecting abuse is a 
matter of ‘watching out for cer 
tain circumstances and deciding 
what they point to 

“If a child’s clothing is dif 
ferent from a couple of months 
ago, worn out or soiled, this could 
be a case of neglect, or simply 
that the child keeps wearing 
worn out clothing the parent has 
repeatedly told them to stop 
wearing,” says Addis 

Hoogheem says one of the most 
frustrating aspects of his job is 
knowing a case of abuse exists 
but not having the evidence to 
prove it. A prime example is the 
indirect damage done to a child 
who has been exposed to wife or 
sibling abuse. 

Although Hoogheem makes 
dealing with the problem a priori-

West Newton 


Forever changing,

In the days when those in the western part of 
the city felt compelled to have the seat of Newton 
government in ‘“‘their’’ section of town, it was 
nicknamed ‘Squash End.” 

The old wives’ tale about West Newton 
originated when the parish boundaries between 
the meeting house in Newton Centre and the 
West Parish were said to have landed in the mid- 
dle of a large squash field, with the better part of 
the vegetable lying in the West Parish. 

For much of its past, West Newton residents 
were in a power struggle with other villages over 
the location of the meetinghouse in the then rural 
community. As small congregations of people 
sprung up in areas of Newton other than those 
close to the meetinghouse in Newton Centre, they 
sought a more convenient location for their 
weekly services and town meetings. 

In the “Tercentenary History of Newton,’ 
Henry Rowe stated When the first 
meetinghouse was built (in Newton Centre) 
there were probably only three farms in West 
Newton, those of John Fuller, Isaac Williams 
and Richard Park, but families had multiplied. 
About 1760 the inhabitants of that part of town 
seemed so far away that they began to plan for 
their own church, 

By 1764, the 43 x 30 foot meetinghouse was 
completed, but the troubles for the West 
Newtonites were not over. Many of the residents 
of Auburndale, Newtonville, Nonantum and 
Lower Falls, in addition to those in West Newton, 
were still obliged to pay church rates to the First 
Church, Years of petitioning finally released 
them of this duty and, in 1778, the Massachusetts 
General Court officially recognized the Second 
Church as a separate parish, 

Since it was the establishment of the First 
Church in Newton Centre that was the initial step 
to gaining independence from Cambridge, the 
same move in West Newton brought about some 

uspicion. Talk of splitting into two separate 
towns was commonplace during this time, and 
the rivalry between the two areas continued into 
the 19th century with discussion of the location of 
the town hall

after 1854, the We: Newton English 
Classical School, also called the Allen School 

Horace Mann, called the father of American 
public school education, brought the Fram: 
ingham State Normal School from Lexington to 
West Newton, where it occupied the Fuller 
Academy from 1844 to 1853. The Normal School, 
named for the Ecole Normale Superiore - the 
produet of French educational reforms that took 
place under Napoleon - was an attempt to com 
bat the poor quality that characterized most 
public school instruction in the first half of the 
19th century 

Cyrus Pierce was the first principal at the Nor 
mal School, followed by Nathaniel Allen in 1848. 
It was at this model school for improving 
teaching methods that Allen developed many 
techniques that later made his school famous 

The West Newton English and Classical 
School, commonly called the Allen School, in 
corporated progressive techniques into the cur 
riculum. The institution was co-educational and 
racially integrated, both in opposition to univer 
sal rules. Emphasis was placed on academic 
discipline, logical thought processes and en 
thusiasm. And learning took place outside, as 
well as inside, the classroom. For example 
botany was taught in the spring when field trip: 
could be taken and specimens gathered 

These institutions have given the City of 
Newton, as well as the village of West Newton 
nationwide notoriety as a community in the 
forefront of education 

During the time all these schools 
flourishing and bringing outsiders into West 
Newton, the railroad industry through the 
village boomed. The community's population 
nearly doubled between 1831 and 1848. ‘The 
railroad provided even easier access to Boston 
than Washington Street 

Also at this time, the rise in population brought 
corresponding growth and, by 1855, the village 
had a fire station, train station, market, post of 
fice, a row of stores and artisan shops. 

One of the most influential events that 
established West Newton in its own right occured 
when it became the center of local government

he West Parish meetinghot remodeled 
in 1848, and the town offices were moved there 
from Newton Centre. When Newton became a ci 
ty in 1873, the structure remained in use as City 
Hall, until the present City Hall was built in the 
1930: 

All the popularity surrounding the village 
brought a corresponding amount of interest by 
real estate developer They recognized the 
marketability of the area and soon developed 
much of the land adjacent to the lroad tracks 
as house lots.

Cronin and Norrie Ford said the wide open

Resident Lillie Jefferson characterized her

Newton, Ford simply said, “home ,.. It's chang- 
ed, but with each change you meet somebody dif- 
ferent."

Newton blacks once formed ‘The Village’ 


In a small section of West Newton, one bound 
by Curve, Washington, Prospect, Auburn and 
several other streets which have disappeared, 
there once flourished a vital community of 
blacks called ‘‘The Village." 


Centered around the Myrtle Baptist Church 
this unique area of Newton is now all but gone 
The Village,” essentially destroyed by the cor 
struction of the Massachusetts Turnpike, was 
home to what few black families sought to take 

roots in the suburbs of the north 


Although many came from as far away as the 
South and Midwest, drawn to Newton for its 
reputation as an abolitionist community, most of 
the black families that migrated to Newton hail 
ed from Boston-area black neighborhoods in 
Charlestown and the back side of Beacon Hill 

What blacks resided in Newton in the earliest 
years were slaves from the West Indies who 

erved the wealthy landowners. Founding father 
Edward Jackson is thought to have been one of 
the first slave holders. 

But slavery in the Garden City was never very 
widespread. From 1681 to 1754, according to S.F 
Smith's "The History of Newton,”’ there were on 
ly 36 slaves declared on town records. 

Many of the ‘Sable Sons of Africa,’’ as Smith 
called them, took up arms in the War for In 
dependence, and others were sent to serve for 
their Military records show Pomp 
Jackson, one of the slaves for the Jacksons, as 
having enlisted on June 15, 1776, as 4 private who 
was later promoted to *‘fifer."’ 

Slavery in Massachusetts was nearly 
eliminated by 1800, even though Abraham Lin- 

oln’s Emancipation Proclamation did not come 
until much later, and Newtonites were in the 
forefi abolitionist movement, with 
nt John Kenrick serving

In ‘‘King’s Handbook of Newton,"’ author M.F 
Sweetser stated, *’There is naturally a colony of 


negroes on the outskirts of the village (West 
Newton), which was in the old days one of the 
chief stations of the underground railroads 
The colored population of West Newton supports 
the vigorous and enthusiastic Myrtle Baptist 
Church, organized in 1874, with Rey, Edmund 
Kelley as pastor (in 1889)."’ 


As in other areas of Newton at this time, much 
of the social, as well as spiritual, activities 
revolved around the church as a central meeting 
house. S.F’, Smith described Myrtle Baptist as, 

Characterized by vigor and enthusiasm, the 
chureh, though small, fills an important sphere 
and does its part well as a valuable helper in the 
cause of morality and religion.’ 


Much of that feeling about the Myrtle Baptist 
is still alive today. Former Curve Street resident 
Lillie Jefferson, who works as secretary in the 
parish church, said, ‘'It is a very important part 
of my life. It and the people have formed what I 
am today."' She described its role in the com- 
munity as ‘not only a place of worship, but it’s a 
place to gather, in times of sorrow and joy, ... a 
place where you can shed the work-a-day things, 
among people who love you,” 

Even though many of the residents of "The 
Village’ did not belong to Myrtle Baptist, the 
whole area contributed a great deal to the com- 
munity on a whole. The Newton Community 
Development Society, Fair Housing, and Black 
Citizens of Newton all took root in the environ 
ment, according to Jefferson 

The most memorable lesson she learn as a 
member of the Myrtle Baptist Church was from 
i0-year stor, Rev. Louis E. Ford. As a broom 
maker, *‘He taught entrepenuership that you 
should not only be consumer all the time, but also 
be a provider."’ His philosophy, that you should 

worship God with your will, and intellect,” as 
well as soul, are words Jefferson said she tries to 
remember each day

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South rebounds at Concord

CONCORD There was no 
need to do anything but what they 
usually do: run, run and run 
That's what the Newton South 
football Lions did on Saturday 
afternoon when they pummeled a 
hapless Concord-Carlisle team, 
3414, and won their first Dual 
County League contest of the 
season 

The Lion backfield tandem of 
Kevin Rollins and Darvell Huff 
man combined for 256 rushing 
yards and continued to show why 
it is perhaps the most feared 
tailback team in the DCL, 

Rollins led the potent offensive 
attack, gaining a remarkable 171 
yards on 32 carries and scoring 
three touchdowns. The star runn: 
ing back has rushed for 646 
yards, including 11 touchdowns 
(he has also caught a TD pass), 
on the season and averages 5.7 
yards per carry 

Huffman, meanwhile, has done 
an outstanding job using his 
great mobility to tear apart op- 
posing defenses. The senior sen- 
sation gained 86 yards, including 
two touchdowns on the afternoon. 

The Lions bolted to a 340 
halftime lead and South coach 
Art Kojoyian accepted the win 
graciously by not running up the 
score in the second half. 

“We weren't going to rub it in,” 
said Kojoyian. ‘‘I was satisfied,” 
with his team’s 20-point win, 

And he had reason to be. The 
Lions drew first blood on the 
opening drive of the game and 
never looked back. From his own 
39 Huffman broke loose for 
yard gain and a first down. Then 
Rollins did the bulk of the work, 
muscling his way thorugh for 27 
yards on five carries and putting 
the Lions deep into Patriot ter- 
ritory. The 61-yard drive ended in 
poetic justice with Rollins scor- 
ing on a 12-yard TD toss from 
South quarterback Steve Altman, 
The conversion failed but Newton 
led, 6-0. 

On the ensuing possession the 
Lion defense stopped C-C cold on 
four plays and then sacked the 
punter for 11 yards on a snap he 
couldn't handle. The South of- 
fense took over on the home 
team's 21 and wasted little time 
in scoring. 

It took only five running plays 
for Newton to cross the goalline. 
Again the dynamic duo of Rollins 
and Huffman ran through the 
Patriot defense as if it was thin 
air. Rollins plowed into the end 
zone from four yards out, scoring 
his second TD of the day and giv- 
ing South a comfortable 12-0 lead. 
The Lions added two more when 
Altman hit (you guessed it) 
Rollins on the conversion. 

Rollins checked in with his 
third touchdown on an eight-yard 
scamper in the opening minute of 
the second period. Most of the 
drive, however, took place in the 
first quarter when Rollins, Huff- 
man, Altman and teammate Der- 
ryck Harrell who also con- 
tributed three interceptions on 
defense picked apart the 
Patriot defense 

Newton had the ball on its own 
28, After Altman hooked up with 
Rollins for a 15-yard pass to open 
up the drive, South used it:

Mondale good, but 
Reagan did better 


It wasn’t so much that Walter Mondale 
was less impressive than in the first go- 
round, but the fact that Ronald Reagan did 
so much better. This time, the president 
came well prepared and was totally in 
command, He undoubtedly solidified his 
position as a strong favorite to win on Nov 
6 





In retrospect, |Mr. Reagan must have 
underestimated Mondale capability in ad- 
vance of the initial confrontation. Perhaps 
confident he could handle anything tossed 
his way, two weeks ago, the man in the 
White House clearly hadn't done his 
homework. Pauses and some bumbling 
made it a bad night for him 

Here was an informed and more poised 
Reagan. Issues of foreign policy, the 
debate theme, are historically the 
strongest sphere of influence of an ad- 
ministration even when so complex when 
at present. A president is more aware of 
anyone of the nuts and bolts of what lies 
behind crisis and policy details, thus pro- 
viding him with an advantage 

Where Mondale fired off his criticisms in 
direct, simplistic terms, Reagan could go 
deeper into the specifics as to what went 
into important decisions. What came out of 
this was a lesson in world geopolitics. 
Reagan emerged as a leader who had com- 
plete knowledge of what was happening to 
counter the Mondale attack. Both in the 
Middle East and Central America, his 
responses were pertinent. 

The related subjects of arms control and 
nuclear power expansion which took up so 
much of the debate were correctly labeled 
“irrelevant” by anylysts George Wills. 
For all the fuss made by anti-nuclear 
forces, the freeze possibility has to be a 
wishful goal unless the Soviets come into 
the picture with sincerity. That prospect is 
so dim any meaningful arms control re- 
mains a long way down the road. 

In any case, the 1984 election is not going 
to be decided by the nuclear question. It 
will turn on whether the nation believes the 
Mondale charge that stronger leadership 
is needed or whether what Ronald Reagan 
has accomplished in four years rates him 
another term. Reagan was vigorous and 
knowledgeable enough Sunday night to 
dispel any doubts.

At almost every campaign stop, Ronald 
Reagan asks the crowd, ‘Are you better off to- 
day than you were four years ago?” 

Polls show that most voters believe they 
are 

It might be that you are better off if you 
think you are. But some polls have found that 
people tend to confuse time to lump ye 
together 

Most people are better off today than they 
were during the trough of the 1981-82 reces- 
sion. According to pollsters, when people are 
asked if they are better off now than they were 
four years ago, they often think of the condi- 
tions of two years ago. 

But there are objective measurements that 
can help answer the president's rhetorical 
question 

Id Rollins, Reagan's campaign manager, 
ays, “We have reduced inflation, we have 
reduced taxes and there are more Americans 
working today than in the history of this coun- 
tryst 

To this list of achievements, Rollins says, 
one can add the general economic growth of 
the last four years, the fact that the average 
American today has a record amount of 
disposable income and the strength of the 
dollar as opposed to foreign currencies 

Using Rollins’ criteria, there can be no 
debate that inflation is way down. In the last 
year of the Carter administration it was in 
double figures; now annual inflation is in the 4 
to 5 percent range 

The so-called ‘‘Misery Index,'’ which com- 
bines inflation and unemployment, was at a 
record 22 when Jimmy Carter left office. Now 
itis below 12 

Inflation fell, of course, because of the 
recession, In both 1981 and 1982 real income 
dropped in this country, Only in 1983 did it rise 
again, and then by a very modest 1.6 percent 
Some economists believe now that with two 
years of economic growth, inflation will again 
push upward next year. But no one is 
forecasting a rate much in excess of 6 percent 

As for Republicans’ boasts that they cut 
taxes, the evidence is contradictory. In 1981

the president pushed the largest single tax cut 
in history through Congress. But then in 1982 
he signed into law a package of tax changes 
that boosted taxes by $98 billion over three 
years. Later that year he approved the first 
hike in the federal gasoline tax since 1959 — a 
boost of five cents a gallon. Finally, last year 

he approved another $51 billion in tax in 
creases over three fiscal years 

In 1985, the combined effects of the 1982 and 
1983 tax bills and an increase in the gasoline 
tax will cost taxpayers $3.4 billion more than 
they will save through the effects of the 1981 
tax cuts < 

At the same time, administration cuts in 
social programs and in direct aid to state and 
local governments have spurred those govern 
ments to raise taxes. The Tax Foundation now 
estimates that the average U.S. household 
pays a greater percentage of its income for 
taxes than it did four years ago, 

The evidence on unemployment also is a bit 
contradictory. The administration rightly 

ays that more Americans are working today 
than at any time in history, but the actual 
unemployment rate, which stands at 7.4 per- 
cent, is exactly what it was when Jimmy 
Carter returned to Plains. 

During Carter's four years in office the 
number of Americans holding jobs increased 
by 12.5 percent. Since then the number has in: 
creased only 8.6 percent, There are some 8.6 
million Americans who cannot find a job, 
about 1,5 million more than when Reagan was 
sworn in

6.1 million of them, all unemployment benefits 
have expired, many because of changes in the 
rules made by this administration. 

The White House is correct when it brags 
that disposable income ~- the amount people 
have left over after paying taxes — has never 
been higher, increasing by 9 percent over the 
last four rs. But during the same period, 
er employed person have increas- 
ed by a mere 2 percent and the median weekly 
income of one-worker families has dropped by 
about 9 percent. 

In other words, disposable household in- 
come is up, not because individual workers 
are earning more, but because in an increas- 
ing number of households, more than one 
member is working 

The dollar is strong 
against most foreign currencies. This 

trength helps Americans buying foreign 

goods and Americans traveling abroad. But a 
strong dollar is a double-edged sword, which 
makes it harder to sell U.S. goods abroad. 
This has caused the trade deficit to rise from 
$25 billion in 1980 to an estimated $125 billion 
this year 

Finally, it is assumed by one and all that the 
economy has grown by leaps and bounds dur 
ing Reagan's first term. But surprise 
economic growth, as measured by growth in 
the gross national product, under Reagan is 
almost exactly the same as it was under 
Carter 

During the Carter administration, the 
economy grew at the rate of 2.95 percent a 
year. For Ronald Reagan’s first four years it 
is estimated to have grown an average of 3.14 
percent, This is not a significant difference, In 
fact, if the recovery tails off sharply in the 
fourth quarter of this year as many 
economists are predicting, economic growth 
under Reagan will end up almost exactly what 
it was under Carter 

But the difference in growth under Carter 
and under Reagan is one of timing. Growth 
during the four Carter years was slow but 

teady, In the Reagan term it has come in a 
rush over the last 18 month

the dining room looking nice,’* he explain But I’m 
more leaning toward a job in sports like when teams travel, I 
would pack stuff up and make sure the benches are ready with 
water. At Newton North, I run water in the time outs and tie ice 
packs.” 

The LPS vocational program teaches special needs students 
job skills and related behavior such as getting to work on time, 
following instructions, dressing for work, working with others 
and preparing for job interviews. 

‘We help prepare our students for the realities of the working 
world so they can be successfully employed,” explains LPS 
Director of Development Karen Jacobs, who started the voc 
tional program in 1980. “It’s a total approach — we not only 
teach functional academics but also things like balancing 
checkbooks, filling out bank forms and hygiene.”’ 

Tuition at LPS and the Little People’s School, the elementary 
division established 15 years ago, is funded through state and 
federal monies. Rather than hiring a variety specialists for a 
few special needs students, public schools in 8 surrounding 
communities have found it more cost-efficient to send their kids 
to the Newton school, one of the largest of its kind in the nation. 

“The purpose of our school is to provide for the students’ 
education and vocational training in the hopes they'll get up to a 
level to go back to their own school systems,” says Jacobs, a 
registered occupational therapist. ‘‘And in some cases, that 
ayesn’t happen and they stay with us until they graduate." 

if students make it to LPS, the secondary school, they focus on 
life skills. Those skills are taught in workshops - ranging from 
child care to car maintenance to computers which are struc- 
tured to simulate “‘real’’ employment. Once they select a field in 
which to specialize, they complete a work/study project in the 
community before they’re ready to graduate and work full-time. 

Ann Marie Capstick, 17, hopes to land a job in child care. In- 
side the LPS child care workshop, she reads a story to several 
captivated children. Toys fill a cheery room where LPS students 
care for children of the staff. “‘I like little kids and I’ve always 
babysat,” Capstick says. “I just love kids.”” 

Capstick says she feels very lucky to be in the LPS program 

‘This school has helped me very much with reading and stuff,” 
she explains. ‘They do a lot for us kids with speech and learning 
problems.” 
Students seem to have no qualms about discussing their 
sabilities. ‘It’s important for the kids to be realistic about it,”’ 
s Jacobs, president of the Mass. Assn. of Occupational 
‘apy. “If, for example, they have a speech impediment and 
they go for a job interview, they have to say, right away, ‘I have 
this disability but I'm highly motivated and it won't interfere 
with my doing a very good job.’”’ 

Most LPS workshops are also open for business in the com- 
munity, charging lower-than-average prices for a variety of ser- 
vices. 

In the bicycle maintenance workshop, teacher Tim Mast not 
only shows students how to repair and assemble bicycles, but 
also supervises tune-ups and other work for custome: 
‘We charge less than most bike shops for a tune-up, 
points out, adding the job is usually done for $10 to $15. 

The automotive maintenance workshop also tunes up vehicles 
as well performs oil changes and other mechanical services. 
Seasonal plants are for sale in the greenhouse at the horticulture 
workshop which also does landscaping for homeowners and 
businesses. 

The graphic arts workshop will fill resume and business card 
orders as well as other printing jobs. Busine s needing clerical 
work such as envelope licking, stapling or typing can hire 
students from the business skills workshop. The photography 
workshop does in-house jobs. And the carpentry program com- 
pletes school renovations as well as operates a small business, 
Michael Manufacturing Company, which sells finished products 
to local companies and contracts for outside jobs. 

Last year, two of Bob Able’s carpentry students graduated 
with $10-an-hour jobs as apprentice carpenters. 

Jacobs says businesses and customers are not afraid to hire 
students with learning disabilities because all work is done 
under the close supervision of certified teachers 

On Wednesday, Oct. 24, the entire special needs school, located 
behind St. Bernard's Parish on Washington Street, West Newton, 
will hold an open house from 9:30 a.m. to 1:30 p.m, to display 
their skills to the community 

In the workshops, behavior - more so than skills — is the 
focus. “I teach them kitchen preparation work like scrubbing 
vegetables, hygiene and safety habits,’’ explains Larry Doyle, 
who supervises the food service workshop which cooks lunch 
each day for the school, They may not do all these things on 
their jobs, but at least they'll know what a boss expects them to 
do and how to handle a work routine 

Joseph Banks, 21, is enrolled in the kitchen workshop, 
although he swears it’s last place he hopes to find a job. 

They teach us how to dress neat here and the appropriate at 
titude,"’ explains Banks, who says he’s thinking about a career 
in computers and may take some computer courses when he 
graduates from LPS 

Eric Franke, 17, hasn't yet selected his field of specialization 
He's torn between two loves. ‘I'll either be a chef and cook or 
work in computers,"’ he says. “I like to work with my hands and 
I like to eat food.’ 

4s Jacobs notes, ‘A chef could make the best Baked Alaska in 
the world, but if he can't get along with his peers, supervisor or 
he doesn't have proper hygiene — he'll fail.’ 

Students at LPS might not be able to make a desert that would 
be served at the Ritz Carlton but they'll probably be able to sup 
port themselves with employment so they can dine at posh 
restaurants once in awhile

Looking at the cars of the ‘90s 


By Al Rossiter Jr. 
UPI Science Editor 


WASHINGTON (UPI) When 
you get behind the wheel of your 
average American car in 10 or 15 
years, you may be able to tell 
where you are day or night by the 
push of a button. 

You need not worry about the 
car quitting without warning 
because its electronic trouble 
detector will be monitoring all 
systems in time to warn you of an 
impending failure 

You should be able to adjust the 
car’s ride with the flick of a 
switch for city driving or 
highway cruising. The car's elec- 
tronically controlled transmis- 
sion will shift gears so smoothly 
you won’t notice it 

The combination of super 
streamlining, a lightweight 
plastic body and a turbocharged 
diesel engine with ceramic 
pistons may be able to get you 
more than 100 miles to a gallon of 
fuel 





That’s the outlook provided by 
two Ford Motor Co. officials in a 
detailed analysis, published in 








Science magazine, of 
technological trends for 
American automobiles 

But Emmett Horton, director 
of Ford’s technical sta and 





Dale Compton, vice president for 
research, said whether all these 
advances become reality will de- 
pend in large part on the price of 
fuel. The in ased costs of the 
car of the ‘90s must be offset 
largely by the money you save at 
the filling station 

Major fuel economy advances 
already have taken place, Horton 
and Compton said, Cars produc- 
ed last year obtained on the 
average mileage 83 percent bet- 
ter than those made in 1974, And 
Horton and Compton said the

the weight of cars, but Horton 
and Compton said improved 
engine design, electronic con- 
trols, better transmissions,

Reduced ear s' 
helped shave pounds as has in- 
creased use of aluminum, 
plastics and high-strength steel 

Horton and Compton said the 
technology of gasoline engines 
has increased dramatically since 
, thanks in large part to im- 
proved combustion chambers 
that use electronic control 
systems to deliver the precise 
amount of fuel required for 
specific conditions. 








Engineers have closed the 
mileage gap between gasoline 
engines and diesels, but the Ford 
officials said the next-generation 
diesel will regain some of that 
advantage. 

Front-wheel drive transaxles 
have replaced conventional rear- 
wheel drive transmissions in 
many cars for a mileage im- 
provement averaging 7 percent. 

Reducing the aerodynamic 
drag of the car also has had an 
impact. Horton and Compton 
said the cars of the ‘90s will be 
much more streamlined. 

Those automobiles of the next 
decade will no longer need front- 
end grilles, thanks to side-entry 
cooling systems now under 
development 

In fact, the Ford officials said 
the use of ceramic components in 
future diesel engines may 















eliminate the need for liquid cool- 
ing systems altogether. 
Ceramics may reduce internal 
friction so much that engineers 
might even be able to do away 
with engine lubrication systems. 

The cars of the next decade will 
use far more plastics reinforced 
with glass or graphite fibers than 
are in use today to produce 
weight reductions of up to 60 per- 
cent and increase durability. The 
composite materials will be 
bonded with new adhesives as 
elimination of steel components 
does away with the need for 
welding. 

The microelectronics revolu- 
tion, which already has resulted 
in major changes in cars, will 
have an even greater impact on 
cars of the ‘90s, the Ford officials 
said 
Transmissions in the next 
decade, for example, will be elec- 
tronically controlled for smooth, 
indiscernable shifts from one 
r to another. 

The performance of engine ac- 
cessories such as the alternator, 
cooling fan, power steering pump 
and air conditioning compressor 
























also will be controlled e 
tronically to improve their 
efficiency. 


‘The vehicle's fully electronic 
instrument panel would provide 
the driver with constant monitor- 
ing of all vehicle and power train 
operating conditions and the on- 
board diagnostic system would 
warn of impending or actual 
malfunctioning,’’ Horton and 
Compton said. 

“A push of a button would pin- 
point the vehicle’s position on the 
highway and provide guidance 
instructions and suggested 
operating conditions to enable 
the driver to arrive safely, quick- 
ly and economically at his 
destination."”

‘Chicago madam, Anna Sage,

hoped to win clemency and 
part of the bounty on Dillinger’s 
head — by offering to set up him 
for the FBI 

The plan was simple. 

She told Purvis one of her girls, 
Polly Hamilton, was seeing a 
man who called himself Jimmy 
Lawrence a_ big-spending, 
sharp-dressing man who looked 
just like Dillinger. Miss Sage of- 
fered to tip Purvis off the next 
time ‘“‘Lawrence’’ and his 
girlfriend went to the movies 

Purvis agreed and the trap was 
set.

NEWTON — On April 6, 1983, Gerald Gallant left his Newton home 
and never returned. At 21 years old, Gallant, the youngest of six 
children, was described as a well-adjusted, responsible man who 
never missed work or got into trouble. 

“He disappeared and we had nothin’ to go on,’’ said Newton Det. 
Capt. Walter Drew. ‘‘He was a hardworking kid. Highly regarded 
This whole case — it was like there were feathers hanging over it. We 


couldn’t grab onto anything.” 


Two weeks ago, his body was located in an unmarked Las Vegas 
grave — bringing an end to the 18-month search that saw police tap 
all available resources in a nationwide hunt involving psychics, cash 
rewards and a handful of nowhere leads.

Gallant, who disappeared 
without a trace, has been 
positively identifed as the man 
who fell to his death from the roof 
of the Tropicana Hotel in Las 
Vegas, Nev., on April 12, 1983, 
Drew said. He was reported 
missing six days earlier. 

“As far as the family is con- 
cerned and as far as we are con- 
cerned, Gallant has been 
located,’’ Drew said. 


At the time, his death was ruled 
a suicide, according to Las Vegas 
Det. Lt. John Conner of the 
homicide bureau. He was found 
with no identification and nothing 
in or around the hotel showed he 
was a guest there, Conner said. 

The body has not been moved

Hit and run driver 
given a year in jail

NEWTON — A Newton District 
Court judge has sent a local col- 
lege student to jail for the August 
hit-and-run accident that left a 
21-year-old woman hospitalized 
for three weeks with severe in- 
juries. 

“T always have to think of the 
victims,”’ said Judge Monte G. 
Basbas, moments before senten- 
cing Edgard R. Chavero, 23, of 
Newton, to concurrent two-year 
terms in a House of Correction 
for leaving the scene of an acci- 
dent after personal injury and 
operating to endanger. 

Basbas ordered Chavero to 
serve one year of the sentence 
and suspended the balance for a 
period of three years. 

For driving under the influence 
of alcohol, Chavero received a 
suspended, two-year House of 
Correction sentence and was 
ordered to pay all expenses in- 
curred by his victim, Barbara 
Burtt, a Cambridge nur: aide 
who used to reside in Newton

Total expenses are reportedly in 
excess of $30,000. 

It was his second conviction on 
a drunk driving offense in less 
than a year. He was also fined $50 
for operating an uninspected 
motor vehicle. A fifth charge 
alleging operating with a revoked 
license was dismissed prior to 
yesterday’s trial. 

The defendant is a Venezualan 
native who holds dual citizenship 
in the United States while atten- 
ding Wentworth Institute in 
Boston on a full government 
scholarship. He stood emo- 
tionless as the sentence was read.

s (SATs), test results 

from last year were lower than 
those achieved the year before. 

Newton South High School 
students also scored higher than

According to a report recently 
completed by Asst. Supt. for 
Operations and Planning Vincent 
J, Silluzio, Newton students tak- 
ing the SATs averaged a verbal 
score of 447 and a mathematics 
score of 508. These totals exceed 
both the national ave Ss of 
426/verbal and 471/math, and the 
statewide averages of 429/verbal 
and 467/math. 

Scores in Newton have remain- 
ed consistently higher than the 
national averages since 1972, 
when comparable senior class 
data first became available.

New teacher proposal: 
$20,000 average salary

NEWTON If the teacher's 
contract recently negotiated by 
School Committee and Newton 
Teachers Association A) 
representatives is ratified, the 
bulk of Garden City teachers will 
be earning $20,000 or more during 
the next two years 

Although the salary scale for 
the Garden City educators starts 
at only $15,618 for a teacher 
holding a bachelor’s degree, the 
bulk of the city’s teachers are 
now at higher-paying levels of the 
scale, according to Assistant 
Superintendent of Personnel 
Thomas O’Conor 

On a salary scale which ranges 
from step 1 to step 13, 538 of the 
725 teachers are now working at 
step 13, according to O’Conor. 
Each step corresponds to years 
of experience, with the amount 
an educator makes at each step 
determined by the degree he 
holds. 

The minimum salary for an 
educator with a_ bachelor’s 
degree at step 13, according to 
last year’s contract, is $26,266. If 
the five and six percent incr 
went into effect, this salary 
would increase to $27,579 in the 
first year and $29,234 in the se- 
cond 

The minimum salary for a 
teacher holding a_ bachelor’s 
degree at step seven, according 
to last year’s contract, is $19,795 
If the proposed 5 and 6 percent 
wage increase goes through, an 
educator at this step will earn 






































over $20,500 the 
$22,000 the next 
The total cost of the proposed 
wage increases for the pending 
contract is a little under $1 
million for this year and approx- 
imately $1,350,000 in the second 
year of the contract, according to 
O'’Conor. The total school budget 
this year is a little under $ 
million, or approximately half of

Grade point average declined 
from 2.98 at both North and South 
High Schools last year to 2.92 at 
North and 2.91 at South this year 
On the other hand, PSAT scores 
of the class of 1985 indicate scores 
will again take an upward trend 
next year. 

Silluzio says such yearly fluc- 
tuations are not uncommon. 

“These data simply confirm 
that the ability levels of cla 
may vary,"’ he said 
wide, 38 percent of schools ex- 
perience this kind of fluctua- 
tion.””

‘illegal rooming house’

NEWTON When the Law Department renders 
an awaited decision on whether eight unrelated peo- 
ple living in a single-family home at 58 Winthrop St 
constitutes a zoning violation, litigation is destined 
to follow 

The dispute has pitted irate neighbors against the 
landlords, Leon and Shirley Jaffe, who say they are 
not violating any zoning ordinances 

But the neighbors contend that large numbers of 
single people should not be allowed to rent in single 
family-zoned areas. They contend these practices 
will depreciate nearby property values and con 
stitute an eyesore because of the number of cars 
that must be parked in said house's backyard 

The Law Department's ruling, expected to come 
down this week, becomes nearly academic because 
both sides claim that if they lose they will take the 
matter to court 

Building Commissioner James Cameron said Fri-

Abutter 
Mary Malany, of 64 Perkins Road, said nine names 
are listed on the house’s front porch 


Malany said under Newton zoning regulations, a 
single-family house must contain only one stove, or 
it ceases to be a single-family house. 


She said the house, divided into a downstairs two- 
bedroom apartment and six separate apartments 
on the upper two floors which share one bathroom, 
has some kind of kitchen in the upper floors which 
she can see from her home. 


But whether or not there is a stove, Malany said, 
problems arise. If there is a stove then zoning 
regulations are being violated, she said. But if each 
of the upper tenants must cook by some other 
means, for instance a hotplate, that constitutes a 
fire hazard, she said. 


And her house is 30 feet from the apartments, she 
said. 

“We have an illegal rooming house next door, and 
it's a transient neighborhood,”’ Malany said.

A group of people can cer- 
tainly rent a house as long as they are a group 
Single people have rights under the law. I believe 
it’s discriminatory not to rent to single people,”’ 
Jaffe said 


She also charged the Board of Aldermen and 
McGrath in particular with harassing her and fail- 
ing to check on others in the city who are renting to 
singles. She said the Building Department has a list 
of hundreds of potential zoning violations that have 
not been acted upon. 


McGrath accused the Jaffe's of charging ‘‘exhor- 
bitant rents,’’ but Jaffe said the rents are not high 
and she does not operate out of a maximum profit 
motive. 


“We have a family man renting one of our homes 
now, as a matter of fact — a house in Newton Cen- 
tre.

During the early 19th century, it v 
propriately called ‘Hull's Crossing,” as the 
prime landmark in the village was the farm 
of War of 1812 Gen. William Hull, son-in-law 
of the prominent Judge Abraham Fuller 

But, just after that time, when the Boston 
and Worcester Railroad branched out to 
West Newton in 1834, Hull's Crossing or 
more commonly, Newtonville, came of age 

Just as the introduction of the railroad 
had spurred growth in Newtonville’s sister 
villages, the north-central farming com 
munity followed suit 

Prior to that time, the farmland adjacent 
to the railroad had offered little along the 
lines of the romantic, picturesque 
common to some other villages. It was 
merely the midway point between West 
Newton and Newton Corner 

As Newtonville was developing into a 
more organized community, it was gaining 
prominence within the city as well. Hull’s 
Crossing’s general location as a midpoint 
became important when the city decided to 
construct a high school building to serve the 
entire town 

Massachusetts had passed state law re 
quiring each town with a population of 4,000 
or more to instigate some method of high 
school instruction. Having qualified, 
Newton first experimented by setting up in- 
struction in the grammar school in Newton 
Centre open to pupils from the whole town 

According to the ‘‘Tercentenary History 
of Newton’’ by Henry K. Rowe, ‘‘The ex- 
periment was decided a success It was 
soon evident that a single high school was 
preferable to the department plan, though 
many persons were opposed to it, and there 
was the usual rivalry between the villages 
over its location In 1859, the town was 
willing to vote for the construction of a new 
building (on Walnut Street) in Newtonville 
and in September the high school opened 
there with 75 pupils.”’ 

The growing number of students in the 
thriving suburban village made expansion 
of the facility imperative. The first major 
renovation came about 15 years later, when 
a tower and new roof were added to update

fashion of the day. At the end of the century, 
the Newton Classical High School and the 
Newton Technical High School were built to 


further accomodate the growing student 
population 
But the entire complex, including 4 gym 


i1asium, was demolished when Newton 
North High School completed in 1973. 
Newtonville, then, has been the original and 
only seat to the city’s high school, excepting 
the concurrent existence of Newton South 
High School in Newton Centre 





A middle-class air became

The Civil War Era in Newtonville was one 
characterized by rapid growth. Between 
1860 and 1875, a post office, fire station, 
apothecary, insurance agency and several 


tores were all established to serve the 
needs of the growing local population. A 
middle-class air became Newtonville, as, 


unlike neighboring Nonantum, there were 
no factories to draw work class people to 
the village. What few workers’ houses were 
built along the railroad tracks, were later 
demolished for the transportation im- 
provements 

Opportunistic real estate operators, like 
those who readily developed land in West 
Newton, began buying up lots in Newton- 
ville Alexander Wadsworth, a Boston 
surveyor who laid out Kenrick, Walnut and 
Waban parks in Newton Corner and 
Webster Park in West Newton, was among 
them. He was responsible for an 1850 plan 
for 37 houselots near the railroad line 
Averaging three-quarters of an acre each, 
these spacious lots lined Bowers Street and 
the northerly side of Newtonville Avenue, 
between Walnut and Harvard streets 

Another strong personality in Newton- 
ville’s past, who was also attracted to the

area by its suburban nature, was William 
Claflin. Having made his fortune in the 
wholesale leather busine the soon-to-be 
governor Claflin moved to Newtonville in 
1855 when his mansion there was com 


pleted. Located on th r of Walnut and 
Austin streets, presently the center of the 
Newton North High School athletic field, his 





estate was best remembered as ‘The Old 
Elms 

The late Ellen Kimbell, who, in 1921 at the 
age of 80, wrote her “Barly Reminiscences 
of Newtonville recalled Claflin's arrival 


in the suburban village The event added 
much to our social life, and many will recall 
the delightful gatherings in that home. 
where one was privileged in meeting many 
distinguished people; among them our 
beloved poct, Whittier, Longfellow, Harriet 





Beecher Stowe, Lucy Larcom, Henry Ward 
Beecher, Oliver Wendall Holmes, and many 
others too numerous to mention. 

She continued her account: “Once a little 


child asked if she were in ‘Heaven,’ when 
she first cume to the ‘Old Elm as the 
place was named, on account of its lovely 
old trees. Newcomers to the Newtonville of 
today cannot realize what this home and its 
hospitality added to our quiet lives.’ 

Kimbell’s grand niece, Suzanne (Slocum) 
Berkeley, has spent all but 10 years of her 
life in Newtonville. “I was brought up in 
Newtonville, with the exception of 10 years 
that I spent in New York City,” the Oti 
Street resident said 

Berkeley's father, Charle Pulsifer 
Slocum, was Kimbell’s nephew and her 
grandfather was Winfield S. Slocum, whose 
advertisement for City Solicitor of Newton 
and attorney appears on the border of this 
page 

Berkeley differentiated Newtonville from 
its neighboring village only by terrain. Both 
West Newton and Newton Corner have 
“hills,"’ typically inhabitted by the city’s 
wealthier residents, whereas in “the 
valley,’’ as she called her homeland, 
guess that’s where the ‘poor’ people live,” 
she said with a chuckle.

NEWTON A group. of 
Newton area residents has taken 
a stand against political im- 
prisonment and torture. The 
group is a local chapter of the in- 


ternational human rights 
organization Amnesty Interna- 
tional 

The current focus of the 


Newton group's activties is on 
cases from Mexico, South Korea 
and Yugoslavia. the cases which 
are exhaustively researched by 
the central Amnesty office, con- 
cern such people as Mustafa 
Spahic, a Muslim religious offical 
from Yugoslavia. Spahic was ac- 
cused by Yugoslavia authorites 
of Islamic extremism, and jailed 
along with a number of others 
suspected of favoring Muslin 
autonomy, Amnesty believes he 
has not recieved all of his rights 












under Yugoslavin and interna- 
tional law 

The Newton group has also 
joined Amnesty International's 
Campaign to Abolish Torture, a 
long-term, worldwide effort to 
end one of the worst forms of 
human rights abuse. Amnesty In- 
ternational estimates that as 
many as one third of the world’s 
goverments use some form of tor- 
ture on their citizens. 

The Newton group will be set- 
ting up an exhibit in the Newton- 
ville branch library for the month 
of November, and will be par- 
ticipating in Stop Torture Week 
(Dec. 3-10) and Human Rights 
Day (Dec. 10).

AUBURNDALE Garden Ci 
ty women looking for the right 
doorways into the employment 
marketplace need not travel 
much farther than their own

The Women’s Center at Lasell 
Junior College, which opened its

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Newton South gets revenge

NEWTON Sometimes 
things just don’t come easy and 
you must pay the price to get 
what you want. Such was the case 
for the Newton South football 
Lions on Saturday afternoon 
when they nipped a very strong 
West Roxbury club, 14-12, in a 
‘rock’em sock’em’’ battle that 
South coach Art Kojoyian said 
was his team’s “physically 
toughest game all year.’ 


The win helped even the score 
for last year’s West Roxbury vic 
tory which ruined South's 
chances at an undefeated season 


Trailing, 12-8, midway through 
the third quarter, the Lions would 
prevail when Newton quarter 
back Steve Altman promptly rifl 
ed a perfect 14-yard touchdown 
strike to tight end Ben 
Hochberger. That capped a 59- 
yard drive which saw star 
tailback Kevin Rollins rush for 21 
yards and three first downs. 
Rollins piled up 10] rushing yards, 
including a touchdown, on the 
game, giving him 915 yards, in- 
cluding 16 TDs, for the season 


It was the Lions’ stingy ‘‘D,” 
however, that enabled South to 
come away with the victory. The 
dynamic duo of Rollins and Huff- 
man are well-known around the 
Dual County League for their 
great offensive abilities, but Ko- 
joyian has said all season that 
both players are just as strong on 
defense. 


Case in point: Rollins 
recovered two fumbles and made 
an interception, while Huffman 
picked off a pair of passes in the 
crucial fourth quarter. 


Rollins’ first fumble recovery 
came in the initial period when he 
pounced on a loose ball that the 
Raiders had trouble handling on 
a punt return 


The Lions took over deep in 
West Roxbury territory, but 
couldn’t put the leather into the 
end zone. The Raiders hit hard 
and stopped the Lions cold on the 
nine yardline, as Altman's field 
goal attempt which was 
South's first field goal try of the 
season — was off to the right 


The Raiders drew first blood on 
the ensuing possession. They took 
over on their own 20 and marched 
80 yards for a touchdown on a 
drive that featured the West Rox- 
bury aerial attack at its best. 


After the home team advanced 
to the Lion 44 using its ground 
game effectively, quarterback 
Martin Somers hooked up with 
wide recievers Scott Andre and 
Darryl! Morris for 15 and 13-yard 
gains respectively. Then the 
Raider signal caller delivered a 
perfectly thrown ball to Andre 
down the right sideline for a 30- 
yard TD toss. 


The drive, which started late in 
the first quarter, ended in the se- 
cond period. The conversion fail- 
ed, but West Roxbury led, 6-0. 


The Lions finally broke out of 
their cage on their next posses- 
sion. From their own 31, Altman 
spotted Derryck Harrell for an 
nine-yard gain. Then Harrell (40 
yards on nine carries) and 
Rollins picked apart the Raider 
defense on the ground. Rollins 
rushed for 26 yards and Harrell 
muscled his way for 23 more on 


the l4-play, 69-yard drive that 
ended with Rollins scoring his 
I6th touchdown of the season. He 
also ran for the conversion to 
give South an 8-6 edge 


West Roxbury’s next attempt 
to score was foiled when Greg 
Thomas (85 yards on 12 carries) 
coughed up the ball after gaining 
15 yards and putting his team in 
Lion territory, Harrell made a 
heads up play, pouncing on the 
loose ball and giving his team 
control on its own 45 yardline 


The Raiders, however, were 
equal to the task once again, as 
they sacked Altman for a 10-yard 
loss and stopped the Lions on four 
plays. South had to settle for an 8 
6 halftime lead 


‘They were blitzing an eight 
man front," said Kojoyian, refer- 
ring to the Raiders defensive 
alignment in the first half. “They 
presented difficulty....We had op- 
portunities to score, but they 
muddy you up.”” 


The third quarter blues hit the 
Lions right away, as West Rox- 
bury took the opening drive of the 
second half 69 yards for six 
points. Thomas did the bulk of the 
work, plowing his way through 
for 37 yards and scoring the even- 
tual touchdown on an Il-yard 
sprint up the middle. Newton sud- 
denly trailed, 12-8. 


But hard work and determina- 
tion would pay off for the Lions on 
this day. Rollins fumbled on the 
first play of South’s next posses: 
sion, but the junior tailback 
thought he was tackled before the 
ball popped loose. The official 
ruled otherwise, West Roxbury 
took over on offense, but South 
soon made the point moot. 


It was Rollins who got South 
back on the right track just two 
plays later when he stripped the 
ball from the Raiders and put the 
visitors back in business on their 
own 4l. 


“T think a wrong (the official’s 
call) rights itself,"’ said Kojoyian 
of the quick exchange of posses: 
sions. 


Rollins also redeemed himself 
on offense, as it was that very 
next drive when he mustered up 
those crucial 21 yards that led to 
the eventual winning score. 
From the South 39, he broke loose 
for an ll-yard gain and a first 
down. Then Altman ran for nine 
more on the bootleg. After 
Rollins gave the Lions another 
first down to the West Roxbury 
14, Altman delivered a strike to a 
kneeling Hochberger in the 
center of the end zone. 


Then South’s defense rose to 
the oceasion, as it held Thomas 
and fellow back Tony Hill to zero 
and two yards respectively. The 
Raiders were also hampered 
with another five-yard penalty 
and the Lions forced the home 
team to punt 


The Raiders stopped a 45-yard 
Lion drive that ended on the six. 
West Roxbury called time out 


The break in the action, 
however, only worked to South's 
benefit because on the subse- 
quent play Huffman made his 
first interception on Somer's 45- 
yard bomb and ran it back 25 
yards. A facemasking penalty 
cost West Roxbury 12 more 
yards, and the Lions had yet 
another opportunity to score.

NEWTON The bathroom 
dispute that had delayed alder- 
manic acceptance of a_ two- 
family Newton Centre home has 
been resolved and the house 
should be ready for low-income

John Quatrale, housing official 
for the ewton Community 
Development Authority (NCDA), 
said last week the house at 399

Aldermanic Finance Commit- 
tee Chairman Paul E. Coletti had 
single-handedly delayed alder- 
manic approval of the site for the 
last three months because the 
hallw leading into the first 
floor bathroom was less than two 
feet wide 

The dispute boiled over three 
weeks ago when Coletti angrily 
confronted the manager of the 
condominium project offering 
the home to the city for use as low 
income housing and promised 
that if something was not done to 
remedy the bathroom problem, 
he would move to reject accep- 
tance of the site and attempt to 
stop occupancy of related luxury 
condominiums 

The stand-off ended when pro- 
ject manager Peter C. Kasch 
assured Coletti that the plumbing 
stacks that had been contributing 
to the bathroom’s narrow en- 
trance would be relocated so that 
the passageway could be the 
same width as the bathroom's 
door 

Kasch also agreed to check the 
bathroom's floor boards in an at- 
tempt to locate the urine smell 
that had been bothering 
aldermen and to repair plumbing 
problems in the second floor 
bathroom 

‘The Langley Road site is being 
offered to the NCDA for $110,000 
by Brookline-based developer 
Mel Barkan as partial fulfillment 
of the special permit granted by 
the board for his 38-unit Fairway 
Condominium Project at the 
Chestnut Hill Golf Course

The New York State Consumer 
Protection Board in mid-October 
warned parents and children not 




















to become victims of “Cabbage 
Patch” panic this holiday season 

Richard M, Kessel, executive 
director of the CPB, said an in 





formal survey of catalogs pro- 
minently featuring the kids 
revealed the dolls are not 


available and will not be for some 
time. 

Although some catalogs carry 
notices that the dolls are not cur 
rently available, in some cases 
consumers are not told there are 
no dolls until they attempt to 
telephone an order or until they 
order by mail and receive a re 
fund 

Kessel said he has written to 
the major mail order firms, ask 
ing them to notify custormers the 
dolls are not available now and 
probably would not be available 
during the holiday season. 

The Board also said Coleco In 
dustries Inc., manufacturers of 
the dolls, said they currently 
have $350 (million in unshipped 
orders nationwide That 
translates to a backlog of more 
than 10 million dolls 

The dolls generally are 
available at a retail cost of $30 
but some outlets have been sell 
ing them for as much as $90, 
Kessel said. Privately, he said, 
they are being sold for as much 
as $90.

Adventure trips 
are riding high

ANGELS CAMP, Calif. (UPI) 

To beat the winter doldrums, 
river-runner Richard Bangs of- 
fers exotic journeys to the remote 
regions of seven continents, some 
of the trips so adventure-packed 
it takes passing a physical exam 
before he'll accept a traveler's 
money. 

Among the 1,000 trips offered 
through his agency, Sobek, 
December through February 
white-water rafting on Chile’s 
Bio-Bio (14 days, $1,870), October 
through March treks up Mount 
Everest (20 days, $1,142) and 
overland hikes through Botswana 
from November to April (15 days, 
$1,116). Air fares are extra 

Sobek - named after the Egyp- 
tian crocodile god — is an adven- 
ture traveler's clearing house 
headquartered in an old chicken 
ranch in Angels Camp, a gold 
rush mountain town made 
famous by Mark Twain in his 
classic short story ‘The Jumping 
Frog of Calavaras County.” 

A staff of 22 outdoor en- 
thusiasts use a computer system 
to match clients to the kind of 
trips they desire from easy 
bird-watching hikes through the 
Black Forest to roaring down the 
most treacherous rapids in the 
world. Descriptions and photos of 
the journeys are made available 
in Sobek’s ‘‘The Adventure 
Book.” 

It’s sort of a consumer's guide 
for travelers,” explains Bangs, 
33, president of Sobek and a mild- 
mannered, 6-foot-1, 180-pound 

river rat’? who has turned his 
passion for exploration into a 
multimillion-dollar business, 

He said 2,200 people are card- 
carrying members of Sobek’s In- 
ternational Explorer's Society 
which offers discounts on. trips 
and equipment for a $30 fee 
Anyone, however, can sign up for

Bangs and his outdoor partner, 
John Yost, go out on trips as often 
as they can and each year invite 
proven society members to go 
along on “commercial ex- 
ploratories’’ through unknown 
regions, usually by boat. He's 
headed for Sumatra next month 
to explore the wild Alas River in 
the Orangatanga Reserve with 
National Geographic 

For these trips we invite a few 
members who are proven, who 
we know fairly well and who have 
demonstrated they can handle 
the unexpected,” said Bangs 
Although many trips described 
‘The Adventure Book” are by 
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outfitters other than Sobek, 
Bangs said only those are includ 
ed who have a proven reputation 
The book presently lists journeys 
offered by 80 established tour 


operators, along with some 40 
trips given by Sobek’s own 
guides.

fered are rated in difficulty on a 
scale 


ranging from Class 1 to 
trips. Class 1, for exam-

“Paper’ chasin

We take great pains to get the fact 
traight and try very, very hard to be 9 
curate," Smith says. “Our credibility is a 
priceless asset.” 

Smith has literally written the book on stu 
dent newspapers. In conjunction with ad 
ministrative assistant for Support Services, 
Kenneth Temkin, the educator recently 
published a guide on managing the business 
side of a student newspaper. The energetic, 
salt and pepper-haired advisor also teaches 
a course on newspaper advising to classes at 
the Columbia School of Journalism, 

In order to reinforce the editing skills and 
sharp news eye Smith instills in her jour- 
nalism students, she covers all 16 pages of 
every printed edition with a mass of black- 
inked scribbles, reminding the young jour- 
nalists what they should have done and 
praising them for what they remembered to 
do. “I try to be their best advocate and 
critic,”’ she 's, smiling 

Her efforts have paid off 

Each year, the 62-year-old Newtonite 
garners award after award as one of the

leading scholastic publications in the coun 
try. Last year, in addition to receiving first 
place for class I school newspapers, ‘The 
Newtonite”’ also earned a medalist rating 
from the Columbia Scholastic Press Associa 
tion and the All New England Award in 
chool Editing and Publishing from the New 
England Press Association Mirettes,"’ a 
French supplement published once a year, 
recently earned 995 out of 1,000 possible 
rating points 

But students don’t becorne ‘‘Newtonites” 
just for the prizes, Smith say I don’t think 
anyone’s an award junkie,” she asserts in 
her characteristically no-nonsense, business 
manner, “We all do it for the experience. It 
means a great deal to the students to do real 
journalism.” 

Although the backbone’ of student 
newspapers has traditionally been features, 
Smith says, ‘The Newtonite’’ is turning 
more and more to hard news issues, while 
trying to write things that interest students 
and “‘that only students can write.” 

Managing editor Patriquin, whom Smith 
extols as a “skilled and brave" writer, 
recently sunk his investigative teeth into the 
explosive issue of unsettled teacher con- 
tracts. The project had him up until 2 a.m 
the night before publication 

Sometimes the volume of work can be 
detrimental to your enthusiasm,”’ Patriquin 
admits. ‘But the challenge makes it all wor- 
thwhile.”” 

Not only does the experience sharpen the 
students’ writing skills and teach them how 
to handle the pressure of real-life deadlines, 
it also gives them the invaluable research 
and production skills they will need for col-

lege and the jobs that follow, Smith says. 

How do students successfully shoulder 
regularly scheduled homework and the add 
ed pressure of producing a great school 
newspaper 

Staff relations can be the key, according to 
Editor-in-Chief Baker. “When the staff 
doesn’t get along, it hurts the paper,’ he 
says. “Like when someone has had a bad day 
in school or something 

But you have to get down to work,’’ he 
adds quickly. “Great things will happen 
when you get down to work.” 

Scattered about the room of old papers, 
pinned up memos and strips of old film are 
daily reminders that it is essential for 
students to remain human under pressure. 
‘Be Nice,” a daily chalkboard message ad- 
vises 

A sense of humor is essential as well, ap- 
parently, as the title of the ‘‘Official 
Newtonite Boring Memo” indicates. A piec 
of cardboard ripped from a box of Cheerio’s, 
the Newtonite’s ‘official cereal’’ also 
reminds the perpetually busy students that 
even journalists have to eat, sleep and relax 
once in a while 

Which is not to say the newspeople don’t 
take their work seriously when they are 
here. Students who become Newtonites want 
to be Newtonites, Smith says, because 
whether they do it for the news, features, 
production or photography, ‘‘it is hard, hard 
work.” 

"he Newtonite’ is the most worthwhile 
activity you could join,’’ says Baker earnest- 
ly. ‘‘We work harder than anyone in the 
school 

“And it shows."”

Library top priority for funds

NEWTON The aldermanic 
Human Services Committee 
voted to approve a resolution 
which would authorize the mayor 
not to appropriate funds derived 
from selling or leasing city pro- 
perty for any purpose until plans 
for building a new library are 
drawn up. 

The resolution, the work of 
aldermen Louis Irwin, Cynthia 
Creem and Verne Vance is an at 
tempt to emphasize the city’s 
priority for building a new 
library 

The committee discussed alter- 
native wording before voting the 
proposal with only the abstention 
of Alderman Matthew Jefferson 

It reads in part: ‘‘Be it resolved 
that the Board of Aldermen urges 
the Mayor not to seek appropria 
tion of monies derived from the 
sale or lease of surplus city pro- 
perty for any purpose other than 
the design or construction of a 
new main library facility, until 
such time as an alternative plan 
for financing said facility comes 
before the Board of Aldermen.’ 


Jefferson argued that the door 
should be left open for budgeted 


taxpayer funds to go toward the 
library 


But Chairman Rodney Barker 
added that the resolution does not 
preclude the city from using tax 
money in addition to surplus city 
property 


The committeemen also 
pondered what seems to be an in- 
equity in a local college loan fund 
after making an appointment to 
the fund’s Board of Trustees 


On the recommendation of 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann, the 
committee voted unanimously to 
appoint Marie Hermann, of 95 
Dudley Road, Newton Centre for 
life tenure to the John C, Chaffin 
Educational Fund 

Hermann replaces Jeannette 
C. West, who has been named
